The  vitality  can  be  proved 
easily  before  planting,  but  not  even 
an  “expert”  examination  would  reveal 
whether  seeds  are  of  a high-grade  pedi- 
gree strain  or  the  veriest  rubbish. 

The  fact  that  more  planters  order 
direct  from  us — year  after  year — them 
from  any  other  firm  in  America,  shows

This  will  bring 
the  neck  of  the  root  to  within  nine  inches  of  the  level  of  the  trench, 
which  should  be  filled  with  light  soil.  If  a quicker  growth  is  desired, 
a mulch  of  fresh  manure  about  two  feet  deep  may  be  used.  The 
roots  may  also  be  forced  in  boxes  in  a warm  cellar,  in  which  case 
they  should  be  set  in  fine  soil  two  inches  apart  and  with  the  crowns 
two  inches  below  the  surface.  To  exclude  all  light,  the  box  should 
be  covered  wdth  another  of  the  same  size,  and  if  water  is  required  it 
should  be  slightly  heated. 

It  requires  about  one  month  to  force  the  roots.  The  heads  are  then  cut  off  with  a small 
portion  of  the  neck  of  the  root  attached.

The  flesh  should 
be  green  in  color,  and  so  sweet  and  luscious  that  it  may  be  eaten  close  to  the  rind. 

The  melon  should  have  a small  seed  cavity,  and  the  portion  of  the  flesh  immediately  surround- 
ing it  be  slightly  tinged  with  yellow.  The  melon  should  weigh  about  one  and  a half  pounds 
and  be  very  solid  and  firm.”

This  grass,  which  has  so  quickly  become  a great  favorite  in  the  Southwest,  West,  and  Northwest,  was  intro- 
duced into  the  United  States  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  has  been  thoroughly  tried  out  in  many  locali- 
ties. After  two  years’  experimenting  at  Fordhook  Farms,  we  find  that  Sudan  Grass  in  this  section  of  Pennsyl- 
vania could  easily  take  the  place  of  the  millets  or  any  other  annual  producing  hay. 

Sudan  Grass  is  an  annual  and  belongs  to  the  sorghum  family,  and  although  it  is  self-seeding,  it  will  never 
become  a troublesome  weed,  even  if  allowed  to  grow  wild  along  fence  rows.  This  is  something  that  cannot  be 
said  of  Johnson  Grass,  which  in  certain  states  is  one  of  the  main  hay  crops. 

The  seed  is  sown  during  the  early  part  of  May  and  the  crop  should  be  ready  for  cutting  in  July,  and  in  normal 
seasons  a second  cutting  may  readily  be  made;  or  if  preferred,  the  second  crop  may  be  pastured. 

At  Fordhook  Farms  our  experiments  this  year  covered  the  planting  of  seed  July  1,  and  the  growth  was 
remarkable, — fully  equal  to  that  of  millet, — and  the  hay  produced  was  readily  eaten  by  both  cows  and  horses. 

Like  all  annual  hay  crops,  the  Sudan  will  vary  in  yield,  but  on  good  soil  the  yield  should  go  as  high  as  five  tons 
per  acre.  The  height  attained  by  the  individual  plants  varies  according  to  the  thickness  of  the  stand. 

Our  experience  so  far  has  been  that  it  does  best  in  hot  weather,  and  while,  as  before  said,  it  will  yield  a heavy 
crop  on  good  soil,  yet  we  feel  quite  sure  that  it  will  produce  equally  as  large  a quantity  of  hay,  or  more,  than  a 
crop  of  millet  on  any  soil,  and  the  hay  is  of  a decidedly  better  quality.

The  common  Petunia  is  too  well  known  to  need  description.  It  grows 
most  readily  from  seed  sown  thinly  and  lightly  covered  early  in  spring 
when  trees  are  starting  out  in  leaf.  We  offer  below  a number  of  the 
finest  varieties  of  this  type,  having  flowers  of  good  size  and 
distinct  and  brilliant  colorings,  but  these  should  not  be 
compared  with  the  grand  large  flowers  of  the  special 
“ Superbissima”  large-flowering  strains.  The  seed  of 
these  latter  kinds  being  necessarily  expensive,  as  the 
plants  produce  but  a small  amount  of  seed,  and  flow- 
ers have  to  be  all  fertilized  by  hand,  great  care  should 
be  exercised  in  starting  the  young  plants.  We  would 
advise  sowing  this  seed  thinly  in  shallow  boxes  of 
light,  rich  soil  in  the  sunny  window  of  a warm  room 
during  March  or  April.  When  plants  are  well 
started,  transplant  to  small  pots  or  other  boxes.  Do 
not  discard  the  smaller  plants,  as  these  are  quite  apt 
to  produce  the  finest  flowers,  especially  in  double- 
flowered  strains.  When  weather  becomes  warm 
and  trees  are  well  in  leaf,  these  plants  may  be  set 
out  in  rich  soil  twelve  inches  apart  each  way.  When 
well  started,  they  are  of  strong,  vigorous  growth, 
and  will  spread  so  rapidly  that  any  smaller,  poorer 
flowering  plants  may  be  pulled  out  and  the  finer 
ones  will  quickly  cover  the  entire  surface.
